Dodd Fights 
Criticism oi 
Travel Account 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In a

Sen. 
Thomas J. Dodd defended today 
his honesty 
and

against the ethics committee’s 
recommendation that he be cen­ 
su red for financial miscondu ct. 
A member of the Senate since 
1959, the white-haired Connecti­ 
cu t Democrat spoke slowly and 
forcefu lly and appealed to his 
colleagu es to decide the issu e on 
its merits and withou t political 
considerations. 
He hit hardest at the charge 
he billed the government on 
travel expenses. He said if he 
is ju dged a thief, he shou ld be 
expelled from tile Senate. 
Dodd acknowledged the u se of 
some campaign and testimonial 
fu nds for personal expenses — 
bu t not to the extent reported 
by the bipartisan ethics commit­ 
tee. 
The wife of the 60-year-old 
senator and fou r of their six 
children listened from the gal­ 
lery as he said "a man’s repu ­ 
tation is his most preciou s pos­ 
session” and appealed for ju s­ 
tice, not mercy. 
More than 80 of the IOO sena­ 
tors were in their seats and lis­ 
tened attentively.

City officials still had not 
been able to pinpoint the cau se 
of the rioting.

CINCINNATI (AP) - Police 
backed by National Guardsmen 
carrying bayoneted rifles-restor- 
ed an uneasy order in Cincin­ 
nati Negro neighborhoods Wed­ 
nesday after hit-and-run gatigi 
caused more than $1 million 
damages in two nights of riot­ 
ing.

NEW YORK (AF) - Life is 
an adventure in irony, and this 
is particularly true in the case 
of Werner Klemperer, the actor.

Now Werner, who later served 
three years as a corporal in the 
American Army, makes a tidy 
dollar playing a bumbling Nazi 
officer, Col. Wilhelm Klink. on 
the CBS television comedy pro­ 
gram. ‘ Hogan’s Heroes.”

Justice Slowed 


Automobiles, and the careless use 
made of them, are adding heavy handi­ 
caps to many segments of society. For 
years they have been the number one 
cause of accidental deaths, bringing 
grief to hundreds of thousands 
of 
Americans each year. 
Hie loss and maiming of human 
lives is of course the most tragic re­ 
sult of the millions of automobiles on 
U. S. highways, 
but there are sev­ 
eral other direct results which add to 
the bill to be settled by society. 
Insurance and repair costs alone are 
a major business in every town large 
enough to have a service station. In 
spite of higher automobile insurance 
premiums, many insurance compan­ 
ies no longer actively seek this bus­ 
iness because of continued losses in 
auto coverage. 
Another complication is the jam­ 
ming of court dockets with civil cases 
resulting from collisions. Reporters 
have presented to the public many 
stories in recent years of the serious­ 
ness of court house backlogs. It is not 


uncommon for civil actions to be list­ 
ed for several years before judicial ac­ 
tion can be taken. Obviously such pres­ 
sure on the judiciary is not beneficial 
to the unhurried temper of impartial 
justice. 
Federal courts are bogged down as 
a result of the increased tempo of in­ 
terstate travel. One of every four cases 
adjudicated by federal courts is the 
direct result of personal negligence, 
with the large majority attributable to 
automobiles. 
It now takes almost a year from the 
time the average civil case is lodged 
in court until it is disposed of, but 
some court systems in heavily popu­ 
lated areas have an average time 
lapse measured in years. 
In its 70-year history, the automo­ 
bile has certainly been a potent revo­ 
lutionary force. Unless more residents 
are placed u p o n its more undesir­ 
able results, however, the automobile 
could realize a nuisance valur'SiImost 
as great as its replacement cost.

Congressman Hays of Ohio 
was the first to articulate a 
bright idea. H was when the 
news of the early Israeli suc­ 
cesses in the Sinai peninsula 
had become reasonably solid. 
“I think,” he said. “we ought 
to offer Israel 400 F -lll air­ 
planes for that one-eyed gen­ 
eral. Maybe he could take care 
of things in Vietnam the way 
he’s doing in the Middle East.” 
The Congressman was refer­ 
ring, of course, to Israel’s war 
minister, General Moshe Dayan. 
Seriously, General Dayan is 
no better and no worse as a 
strategist t h a n hundreds of 
West Point and Annapolis grad­ 
uates. He merely adhered to a 
wisdom tost is as old as Shake­ 
speare: 
"Beware of entrance 
to s quarrel, but bring in, 
heart that the opposed may be­ 
ware of thee/* 
In 
military 
terms, this Elizabethan advice 
simply means that if once you 
are committed to war, you do 
not fight it as if it were a mat­ 
ter of playing consensus poli­ 
tics. You go for the jugular, 
which in modern times may be 
the enemy’s air fields (Urn take­ 
off point for both his fighter 
planes and his offensive bomb­ 
ers), or for his supply lines 
Moshe Dayan didn’t palter; be 
hit to destroy tile Arab planes 
while they were still on the 
ground. (It must have burned 
the Kremlin up to lose all those 
MIGs it had given the Syrians 
and the Egyptians.) General 
Dayan couldn’t very well grap­ 
ple for the Arab long-distance 
communications, for Israel is 
hemmed in oo all sides and 
lacks sea power to control the 
ocean lanes. 
Hie lesson here, for Secre­ 


tary of Defense McNamara (an 
incurable c i v i l i a n when it 
comes to war) and President 
Lyndon Johnson (who dosn’t 
understand military strategy), 
should be obvious, and maybe a 
few more cracks about trading 
U. S. planes for the one-eyed 
Israeli war minister will even­ 
tually sink in. But when General 
Westmoreland t o l d Congress 
that we had only two alterna­ 
tives in Vietnam, either all-out 
war involving the possibility of 
Red Chinese intervention or the 
present strategy of "attrition,” 
he was simply denying the rele­ 
vance of Moshe Dayan’s think­ 
ing. There has always been the 
third alternative in Vietnam of 
grappling for the supply lines 
to the North Vietnamese port of 
Haiphong. The U. S. dawdled 
month after month in Vietnam 
before hitting important enemy 
airfields, it has never minded 
Haiphong harbor’s approaches, 
and it put off concentration on 
North Vietnam’s 
communica­ 
tions and storage tanks until Ho 
Chi Minh had had plenty of 
time to decentralize and fiffuse 
all his supply services. If Moshe 
Dayan had followed such a tem­ 
porizing c o u r s e , tile Arabs 
would have cut Israel in two in 
the first hours of the war. 
The events of the first few 
days of war in the Middle East 
could have a most salutary ef­ 
fect in the U. S. First, we have 
had no end of a lesson in how 
war should be conducted.

Heavy, obese people delude 
.sophisticated, themselves into believing that 
this fallacy has some truth. It 
is obviously false. As hard as 
some people try to find excuses 
and 
special 
explanation 
for 
their gain of wright, they must 
eventually come to the realisa­ 
tion that they just plain eat too 
much. 
There are some instances of 
hormone deficiencies, like In­ 
adequate thyroid activity, that 
tend towards the gain of weight, 
i This is so rarely responsive 
that doctors truthfully tell their 
patients of the reality that ex­ 
cess food and alcohol is the 
cause of their obesity. 
Another group of people in­ 
sist that they eat too much be­ 
cause of tension at home and 
at work. This, too, is an easy 
out. Thin people who carefully 
watch their diet are subjected 
to the same strains and stresses 
of everyday living as are those 
who are fat. 
None of us has really ever 
had a day that is totally free 
from the problems and deci­ 
sions that surround us. It is 
true that overeating and nib­ 
bling satisfies some of our fru- 
trations and contributes to the 
added calories taken in. 
I have said repeatedly that 
there is no easy, new-fangled 
diet or medicine that can avoid 
the real issue. The fact stands 
that if you take in more cal­ 
ories during the day than you 
spend in activity the gain of 
weight is inevitable. 
"Hie diet of the month” that 
can be found in every magazine 
is in itself a testimonial to last 
month’s “diet failure.” Similar­ 
ly the greatest testimonial to 
successful dieting is c a l o r i e 
watching. 
Sometimes under a doctor’s 
care small amounts of drugs 
are used to curb the appetite 
until a sane eating habit is es­ 
tablished. This has as much 
truth for children as it does for 
adolescents and adults. 
Why do people have fewer 
colds in the summertime than 
in the winter? 
The frequency of colds may 
be lessened during the summer 
but our knowledge of the causes 
of the common cold is just as 
lacking during any season of 
the year. That which is known 
about the common cold is that 
it takes the largest toll in man 
hours and dollars, a toll that is 
sometimes 
calculated in the 
billions of dollars. 
A virus is undoubtedly the 
cause of the ordinary cold. Un­ 
fortunately, t h e r e are m ar 


viruses that seem to take spe­ 
cial joy in avoiding detection. 
This probably is the reason why 
a vaccine against the common 
cold is not yet available. 
During the summer months 
health and vitality is usually at 
its peak. 
Many people are, 
therefore, more resistant to the 
viruses and germs that are 
passed so freely from person-to- 
person. There are, therefore, 
fewer infections to go around. j 
This does not mean that the 
same precautions against colds 
should not be taken during all 
seasons. People s h o u l d still 
cover their sneezes to protect 
others! A v o i d i n g sniffling 
"coidy” individuals is also a 
good self-protectkm device. 
Unusual exertion, followed by 
fatigue, may not be the whole 
answer to the common cold but 
it certainly invites infection by 
towering resistance. Sufficient 
sleep, adequate diet, in addition 
to sunlight, most certainly re­ 
duces the possibility of the 
summer colds that linger.

Navy Ship 
Is at Malta 


Bodies of Crow 
To Bo Rocovorod 
VALLETTA, Malta (A P )-T he 
torpedoed U.S. Navy ship Lib­ 
erty, an American victim of the 
Arab-Israeli war, crept into Mal­ 
ta ’s harbor today with orange 
cannon marks on her gray paint 
matching the colors of the dawn. 
The 11,000-ton Liberty, victim 
of an Israeli air and sea attack 
in the eastern Mediterranean 
Thursday, came in under her 
own power. 
She was down by the bow, and 
her starboard side a gaping tor­ 
pedo hole and cannon and rock­ 
et holes spread from the water­ 
line to the top of her gray fun­ 
nel. 
The shells had scraped 
through the gray naval paint to 
expose the orange prim er be­ 
neath.

Mariner 5 
Off To Probe 
Venus Clouds 


U.S. Craft Said 
To Be Performing 
According to Plan 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— America’s Mariner 5 space­ 
craft raced a heavier Soviet 
probe toward Venus today to 
penetrate 
with 
electronic 
fingers the planet’s mysterious 
veil of clouds and help scientists 
see if Venus is a fit place to 
live. 
The 540-pound Mariner 5, less 
than one-quarter the weight of 
the Soviet Union’s Genus 4 craft 
launched two day3 earlier, rock­ 
eted from Cape Kennedy at 2:01 
a.m. EDT today on the first 
U.S. venture to Venus since 1962 
and this nation’s first planetary 
probe in more than 2M» years. 
M ariner’s fiery Atlas-Agcna 
booster rocket sent the windmill­ 
shaped spacecraft toward its 
distant target 212 million miles 
away. 
“ We 
are 
going 
precisely 
where 
we 
expected 
to 
go,” 
project officials reported after 
tracking the spacecraft for sev 
eral hours. Mariner 5’s flight 
path is well within tile capabili­ 
ty of an onboard motor to adjust 
its path later in the flight, they 
said. 
“Spacecraft performance also 
appears to be very good,” said 
Allen E. Wolfe, Mariner 5 sys­ 
tem manager for the Jet Pro­ 
pulsion Laboratory at Pasadena. 
Calif., which oversees the Mari­ 
ner 5 project. 
Wolfe 
said 
experiments 
to 
study radiation in interplane 
tary space were turned on and 
the craft’s four power-producing 
solar panels deployed. Guidance 
sensors aboard the $35-million 
Mariner 5 locked onto the sun 
for orientation as planned. 
During a brief 26-minute en­ 
counter Oct. 19 when Mariner 5 
is to pass within 2,000 miles of 
Venus, 
electronic 
fingers 
of 
high-frequency 
radio 
signals 
were to penetrate through dense 
Venusian clouds to study radia­ 
tion 
levels 
and 
atmospheric 
temperatures, 
pressure 
and 
density. 
These findings would be im 
portant to scientists trying to 
deduce whether Venus can sup­ 
port life. 
No camera was aboard be­ 
cause of a weight limitation. 
Mariner scientists said they 
did not know whether the U.S. 
craft or the Soviet 2,438-pound 
Venus 4 would arrive at the 
planet first. The Soviets have 
announced only that Venus 4’s 
rip will take about four months.

THIMBU, Bhutan (AP) - 
Bhutan, a remote Himalayan 
kingdom that once wanted no 
relations with the outside world, 
is seriously considering joining 
the United Nations and entering 
the arena of international poli­ 
tics. 
“Sooner or later we definitely 
will apply for membership,” 
says King Jigme Dorji Wan- 
gchuk.. 
The first step may come at 
this fall’s General Assembly 
session. The king’s 25-year-old 
brother, 
Namgyal Wangehuk, 
plans to attend as an observer 
“and see what obligations, espe­ 
cially 
financial, 
we 
would 
have.” 
“If we join, it will be for pres­ 
tige reasons, to show that we 
are a sovereign, independent 
nation,” be explains. 
Sovereignty is very important 
to Bhutan, which is tucked in 
the eastern Himalayas between 
India and Chinese-ruled Tibet. 
As long as Bhutan’s sover­ 
eignty is respected, the king and 
his aides believe, there is little 
likelihood the kingdom will be 
involved in any future conflict 
that might erupt between India 
and China. 


Bhutanese proudly tell visi­ 
tors that they have never been 
involved in any major interna­ 
tional conflict, including the 
1962 border war China and India 
fought in the neighboring North 
east Frontier Agency. 
“Even when Indian soldiers 
would retreat into Bhutan to 
obtain sanctuary, the Chinese 
did not pursue them because 
they didn’t want to cross our 
border,”

drifting hot sands of the Sinai 
Desert are slowly obliterating 
the blackened remnants of a 
major part of the Egyptian 
army.

only look on the scene and de­ 
spair, as for the third time in 
recent history their dreams of 
driving the Jews from* Palestine 
have come to grief in the sands 
of Sinai. 
All the way from the Gaza 
Strip to the banks of the Suez 
Canal, the scorching desert is 
littered with the black hulks of 
hundreds of burned- out tankr;, 
broken vehicles and antiaircraft 
guns and command cars, thou­ 
sands of pieces of mobile equio- 
ment, long lines of scorched 
trucks, still in convoy forma­ 
tion. hit so fast from the air that 
they had no time and no place 
to scatter to.

Rail 
cars—o v e r t u r n e d , 
stacked up, strewn about in 
chaotic confusion like a toy 
I train swept off the tracks by a 
child in a tantrum— line the 
tracks snaking across the arid 
desert. 
In two days of jolting through 
the Sinai Peninsula in an Israeli 
army truck, I saw an endless 
panorama of death and devasta­ 
tion testifying to the swiftness of 
the Israeli swreep to the Suez 
Canal and the savage fury of 
fighting in the scorching desert. 
Everywhere tho searing des­ 
ert 
winds brought the fetid 
stench of bodies rotting in the 
I pitiless sun. Even though the 
Israeli army hurried in bulldoz­ 
er crews to help bury the dead 
and head off epidemics, the vic­ 
tims were scattered all along 
the road from Gaza to the ca­ 
nal, hands and legs stretched 
out almost suppliant^ in the 
‘death rigor. 


Here and there the carcass of 
a camel lay next to the black­ 
ened body of its Bedouin mas­ 
ter. Caravan dogs stood lonely 
vigil over the remains of slain 
owners. Desert flies swarmed 
over the decaying bodies and 
made life even more miserable 
for the Israeli troops stationed 
in the Sinai. 
In the drab, destroyed Arab 
villages, 
the 
people—mostly 
women, children and old men— 
hurried through the streets with 
their hands stretched in surren­ 
der over their heads, always 
preceded by one or two elders 
waving a white flag. 
On the road from El Arish to 
the Suez Canal, a dozen or so 
Egyptian soldiers in uniform, a 
few carrying rifles, were seen 
hurrying across the sand dunes, 
trying to get to the blue-green 
ribbon of the canal stretching 
across the horizon like a tur­ 
quoise mirage. 
“They will be caught sooner 


or later,” said an Israeli col© 
nel, “or else they will lay down 
their arms and try to swim to 
the west bank of the canal. In 
which case we will not bother 
them.”

these women was tho H» \i be­ 
hind establishing the Clinic. 
The first pre natal clinic was 
started in Dec., 19*T6. With th 
help of Berger Hospital 
and 
m a n y area supporters, the clinic 
got it's first start with the pres­ 
ent facilities at Berger Hos­ 
pital. Most of the lab and blood 
work has been done free of 
charge at Berger tor the Clinic 
with technical assistance com ­ 
ing from Ohio State University 
in the form of cancer sm ears 
and surgical consultants. 
The State of Ohio. 
D epart­ 
m ent of Child Conservation, do­ 
nated consulting services to fur­ 
ther the effectiveness of the 
Clinic.

and patient. Many mothers-to- 
be 
still 
consciously 
or 
sub- 
corciously rem em ber the usual 
high 
percentage of 
death 
in 
childbirth experienced by wom­ 
en 
in

d a y s/ 
This 
fear is usually quieted by the 
calm assurance that the Am er­ 
ican technology has surpassed 
the old evils that plagued early 
man. The evils are still with 
us and so we are still at the 
whims of death and pestilence. 
If there is no pro per prepa­ 
ration. bo th medically and edu­ 
cationally , the same co nditio n 
can exist as befo re in “ the o ld 
day s.’’ Many wo men are nlav e 
enough to believe 
the mo re chil­ 
dren they have, the less med­ 
ical attention they need. No th­ 
ing can be 
further fro m the 
truth. 
As was stated before, many 
women have no doctor, which 
of course means little or no 
pre-natal care. 
Many of the 
women who have no doctor have 
no m eans of getting one without 
; the Clinic, which indicates furth­ 
er the fact that a “ low incom e” 
1 status can include m any women. 
Some fam ilies earn just enough 
to be disqualified from the wel­ 
fare rolls and some will not 
accept welfare 
because they 
want to “ mak e it on their own” . 
This attitude is adm irable, but 
in this case, unpractical. At the 


I Clinic they can receive the nec­ 


essary education, supplem entary 
drugs (prenatal vitam ins etc.) 
x ray s, and blood tests. 
The “ borderline” cases are a 
problem to society in Circleville 
as in the rest of the U. S. Al­ 
though this isn’t a paper on the 
inadequacies of social welfare, [ 
it is rather well k nown that 
welfare is next to nothing.

SPRINGFIELD, N.J. (AP) -

The muscular millionaire was 
relaxed, cheerful and joking 
after commuting by private jet 
to his home in Ligonier, Pa., for 
the first two days of practice.
